According to a pamphlet issued by 
the Secretary of Agriculture, Kentucky 
has 57,137 miles of public roads. Of 
this number 1.048 miles are surfaced 
with grav’l and 8.078 with stone, mak¬ 
ing in all 9,486 milesof improved roads. 
Many of these roads have been hoilt 
and maintained by turnpike companies, 
while others have been constructed oy 
counties from funds raised on bond is¬ 
sues. It will he seen that sixteen per 
cent, of the roads hate been improved. 
By comparing the total road mileage 
with the area ot the State, i. appears 
that there was 1.4 miles of public 
road to every square mile of area A 
compelison of mileage with population 
shows that there was one mile of road 
to every 37 inhaoitants, and one mile of 
improved road to every 266 inhabitants. 
The counties showing the longest mile¬ 
age of macadamized roads are: Ander¬ 
son, 200; Bourbon, 305; Boyle, 10©; 
Bracken, 180; Carroll, 126; Christian, 
20o; Clark. 189; Fayette, 260; Flem-ng, 
215; Franklin. 225; Gram, 450; Harrison. 
320, Henry, 200; Jeffeison, 240; Jessa¬ 
mine, 160; Kenton, 200; Madison, 300; 
Mason, 325; Merger, 203; Nelson, 260; 
Nicholas, 225; Pendleton, 288; dcotr, 
372; ^Shelbv, 350; Washington. 215; 
Wood lord, 210. Of Bourbon’s total road 
mileage, only 25 are not macadamized. 
Of Fayette’s 375 miles, 15 miles are not 
macadamized; of Scott’s 400 miles all 
but 25 miles are macadamized. These 
three counties lead all others m the 
state in per centage of mileage macad¬ 
amised.

FOR HER SUPPLY. 


Aged Wife Alleges Youthful Husband 
Haa Affinity. 


A dispatch from Winnipeg, Manito¬ 
ba, dated Mar-sb 18, 1910 says: That 
Germany Is "anxious to secure a share 
of Canadian wheat to supply her Im¬ 
ports of that cereal ' The recent ad¬ 
justment of the trade relations with 
Germany has made it possible to carry 
on a Canadian-German trade with 
much fewer restrictions than In the 
past, and considerable development 
of trade between the two Countries 
Is now certain. The great men of 
the United States are alive to the 
Wheat situation In this Country now. 
and there Is consequently the deepest 
Interest in every feature that will 
tend to increase and conserve the 
wheat supply. With Its present 650,- 
000,000 bushel production of wheat 
and all efforts to increase It almost 
unavailing, and the rapidly growing 
consumption of its Increasing popula¬ 
tion. there is certainly the- greatest 
reason for the anxiety as to where the 
wheat is to come from that will feed 
the nation. The United States will 
be forced as Germany la to look to 
the Wheat fields of Canada One 
province alone raised la6t- year one- 
eighth as much as the entire produo 
tion of the Untted States, and hut a 
twelfth of the wheat area has yet been 
touched. The Americana who have 
gone to Canada, are to-day reaping 
the benefit of the demand for Canadi 
an wheat and they will continue to 
join in the benefits thus reached for 
a great many years. Splendid yields 
are reported from the farms of that 
Country, and from land that the Gov¬ 
ernment gives away tn 160 acre 
blocks, and from other lands that 
have been purchased’ at from MJ. to 
)1S an acre John Munter, near Eye¬ 
brow. Saskatchewan, a former resi¬ 
dent of Minnesota says 

"Last fall got over 30 oushels of 
wheat to the acre and had 30 acres of 
it; also 20 acres spring breaking on 
which I bad flax of which I got almost 
20 bushels per acre. Had 20 acres 
In oats and got TO bushels per acre 
and 500 bushels potatoes on one and 
three quarter acre, and can therefore 
safely say that I had a fine crop and 
am well satisfied with ihy homestead." 

He Is considered but a small farmer, 
but be w ill be one of the big farmers, 
some of these days. There are many 
others, hundreds of others, whose 
yields were beyond this, and whose 
average under crop was vastly 
greater. The story of the experience 
of American farmers in the Canadian 
West is a long one.

KENTUCKY FUNDS 


On Which Interest-Bearing Warrant* 
May Be Issued. . 


Japan Is taking an Interest In base¬ 
ball. which seems to assure a cordial 
understanding beyond question. 


Frankfort. Ky. — Interest-bearing 
warrants may be drawn on the funds 
of the treasury in all cases except on 
the funds of the common schools, the 
State university or the sinktog fund, 
and they can not affect the.applica¬ 
tion of these funds. This opinion was 
written by Attorney General Breathitt 
at the request of State Treasurer Far- 
ley In answer to the question of 
"what character of warrants issued 
by the auditor upon the treasurer 
should bear interest?" The opinion 
of Attorney General Breathitt affects 
nearly $1 ,.'>00.000 of interest-bearing 
warrants, and is therefore of wldb 
interest to the merchants of Ken 
tucky and Ohio, who have been sell¬ 
ing supplies to the various state In¬ 
stitutions. for most of the supplies 
are furnished by these two states.

In laying the foundation of the flock 
the ewes should be selected as uni¬ 
form in character and quality as pos¬ 
sible. 

The first few years should be de¬ 
voted to improving the ewe flock. 
This Is more easily achieved and far 
less costly than ram breeding. Inas¬ 
much as sires suitable for getting 
good ewes never command such high 
figures as those likely to beget high- 
class rams. 

In the selection of sires I argue In 
favor of choosing robust rams, in no 
case let the fashion lead the breeder 
to 1 forget that the ultimate object In 
breeding sheep Is to produce mutton 
and wool at a minimum of cost. 

Some rely little on pedigree, others 
much on form and symmetry, but the 


case of large flocks can be carried out 
without trouble. 

Extra feeding at about tupping time 
results in a larger crop of lambs at 
the subsequent lambing. 

As to the date of mating. It varies 
considerably, Dorseta going to the 
ram In June, while many of the 
breeds are not mated until October or 
November. For show purposes ewes 
are generally mated three weeks ear- 
tier. 

In the treatment of ln-lamb ewes 
In early autumn sound old pasture or 
second year’s seeds provide all that 1s 
required, and as winter approaches a 
few roots—preferably white turnips 
or cabbage—may be given dally, with 
a little hay. 

A full supply of roots is not recom¬ 
mended.

Samuel Langhorne Clemens, Ameri¬ 
ca’s foremost humorist and known the 
world over as “Mark Twain” was born 
in the little town of Hannibal, Mo., on 
November 30. 1835. 

His father, John Marshall Clemens, 
came from an old Virginia family, and 
with his young wife, Elizabeth Lamp- 
ton, a descendant of the early settlers 
of Kentucky, he Joined the sturdy 
band of pioneers who pushed over the 
AUeghanies In the early part of the 
last century and settled along the 
banks of the Mississippi river. 

In the uncouth environment of the 
then little frontier town of Hannibal 
the famous author spent his boyhood 
days. Here he fished, hunted and 
lodnged along the river banks with his 
sturdy companions, living a healthy 
outdoor existence, which undoubtedly 
accounted for his long life, in the face 
of his many afflictions. 

He attended the little school, but 
not being of a very studious disposi¬ 
tion. he learned fgr more from con¬ 
tact with the rough companions whom 
he immortalized In later years as 
"Huckleberry Finn" and “Tom Saw¬ 
yer." and others of their type. 

At the age of twelve his meager 
. school education was brought to a 
sudden close by the death of his fa¬ 
ther 

His older brother, Orion S. Clem¬ 
ens, was the proprietor of a printing 
shop In the village, and young Sam 
Clemens began his journalistic career 
there as a ’printer’s devil." In the 
course of a few years be learned the 
trade as a compositor, and. In 1853 be 
left his native town and began a wan¬ 
dering existence. He journeyed from 
place to place, working at his trade In 
New York and the principal cities of 
the middle west. 

But while he gained a vast amount 
of experience during his travels, which 
proved of the greatest value in the 
preparation of some of his works in 
later years, this period was rather un¬ 
profitable from a financial standpoint, 
and be was finally compelled to return 
to his home along the banks of the 
great river, in rather straightened clr 
cumstance. 

The life of a steamboat pilot had al¬ 
ways appealed to hla youthful Imagina¬ 


tion. and now that he had grown to 
manhood, he resolved to realize his 
ambition. He was fortunate enough to 
become a pupil of Horace Bixby, and 
he was soon guiding the awkward 
river craft along the tortuous channel 
of the muddy stream. 

The idea of his becoming an author 
had never entered his mind at that 
time, but he absorbed enough of the 
pilot life to enable him tp describe the 
difficulties encountered in guilding a 
boat along the great river in his “Life 
on the Mississippi River." which he 
wrote many years later. 

First Literary Work. 

In 1862 he began his first regular 
literary work on the staff of the Vir¬ 
ginia City Enterprise. He wrote a col- 
unin daily, dealing with the political 
situation In the state, that attracted 
wide attention. These articles he 
signed with the notn de plume “Mark 
Twain,", which he bad heard sung out 
on the Mississippi steamers to let the 
pilot know that the sounding showed 
two fathoms of water. 

In March of 1867, "Twain" published 
his first book, "The Jumping Frog of 
Calaveras County." The book made 
quite a stir In that part of the coun¬ 
try. but only 4,000 copies were sold. 
It attracted the attention, however, of 
the editor of the Alta California, who 
sent the author out as a newspaper 
correspondent on a steamboat excur¬ 
sion to southern Europe and the Ori¬ 
ent. 

His letters were published from time 
to time, and In 1869 the author re¬ 
vised them and published them in 
book form under the title of "The In¬ 
nocents Abroad.” This work made 
“Mark Twain" ramous and compelled 
his recognition as America's foremost 
humorist. In the first IG months, 85,- 
000 volumes were sold, and many 
more subsequently. This was a record 
sale for those days. 

Marries Miss Langdon. 

It was on his trip in the Mediter¬ 
ranean that "Mark Twain* met Olivia 
L. Langdon of Elmira. N. Y. They fell 
in love with each other, and In 1870 
were married. Their married life was 
one of perfect harmony and four chil¬ 
dren blessed their union. 

Mr. Clemens resided in Buffalo for

Then the humorist and his daughtet 
Clara became involved In a lawsuit 
over a farm which he had presented 
to his former secretary, Mrs. Ralph 
Ashcroft, on her wedding day; and 
which he later attached on the advice 
of his daughter.

The passing of Samuel L. Clemens 
(Mark Twain) from the activities of 
this life to the great beyond removes 
one who has been rightly c a>sed as the 
"greatest humorist of his time." His 
fame is world wide and rests on no in¬ 
secure foundation. But Mark TN^aic 
was something more than a mere hu¬ 
morist. If be "made the whole world 
teugh. ’ much of his writing is emi¬ 
nently philosophical and a vein of deep 
tbought is evinced in all that he wrote. 
But it is as a man—in his private life- 
that this whole sou led American shone 
to the greatest advantage. We admired 
his genius but we loved the man. Wed¬ 
ded to mi estimable lady after an er¬ 
ratic and comparatively unsuccessful 
career in the west, through his intense 
love for her and her gentle, inspiring 
and restraining influence, he began to 
develop those finer, subtler traits of ge¬ 
nius that-eventually led to greater suc¬ 
cess than ever he had hoped for. 

His children were to him objects of 
the deepest, most absorbing affection, 
and it has been truly said that he never 
fully recovered from the incalculable 
loss he sustained in the death of his dear¬ 
ly loved wife and idolized daughter. He 
moarned for them to the day of his 
death and if Mr. Clemens did not die of 
a broken heart, these tereavements ac¬ 
celerated the climax. 

The friends of Mark Tdain were le-. 
gion-his genial, confiding nature made 
him an optimist, and the world recog ■ 
mzed the great heart .that throbbed 
within his breast. His is a name and a

Good Law That Should Be Enforced. 

Anti-spitting ordinances, laws and 
regulations in more than five-eighths 
of the cities and towns of the country 
are not enforced as they should be, 
alleges the National Association for 
the Study of. Tuberculosis In a recent 
report. While most of the larger cities 
of the United States have such laws 
on their books. In the great majority 
of cases they are ignored or over¬ 
looked. The report covers in detail 
the enforcement of the anti-spitting 
ordinances in 80. of the largest cities 
In the country. During the year 1909 
in these 80 cities, 3.421 arrests were 
made for violation of the laws regard¬ 
ing spitting In public places. Over 
2.900 convictions were secured and 
%i, 100.87 was collected In fines.

Frankfort, Ky.—Two more states. In 
addition to Iowa, Massachusetts and 
Kentucky, are trying to get the con¬ 
ference of governors, which will be 
held somewhere next December. The 
new entries in the race are Ohio and 
Illinois, each or which has sent out 
Invitations to the governors to meet 
In their state capltols. Gov. Willson 
explained, in talking about the Invita¬ 
tions received from Ohio add Illinois, 
that no vote of the governors la now 
being taken and that he merely sent 
out an invitation in accordance with 
the resolution of the legislature ask¬ 
ing the governors to meet in Frank¬ 
fort. He said that he would name a 
committee later to hold an election 
and determine the will of the majority 
of the governors, and the committee 
on location, of which Gov. Willson is 
chairman, will canvass these returns 
and select a meeting place.

Care of Horse's Feet. 

If the horse already has defective 
feet keep them carefully trimmed and 
shod if necessary. The soft hoof 
should he shod and reshod every six 
or eight weeks in winter where the 
ground is frozen and at ail times of 
the year where the roads are rocked 
or graveled. By keeping the horse 
with poor feet properly shod it will 
do good service without loss of time. 
But It is best to breed for good feet.
